TWIN. FALLS — State health of- 
ficials have examined some 200 res- 
taurant table stands throughout the 
state. Including a dozen In Twin Falls, 
for signs of radioactive contamina- 
tion. 

Only six containing radioactive ma- 
terials have been found, all In a Boise 
restaurant, and they pi^cd no serious:'

But six more tables Jn a Kctchum 
restaurant will be checked next week, 
says Bob Fiinderbcrg, the 
radiation-control supervisor for the 
state Department of Health and 
Welfare. 

A dozen of the tables, which were 
di;itribulcd by a St. L,ouIs company to 



a "IVln Falls distributor, were exam- 
ined last week In a warehouse, Pun- 
dcrberg says. The Twin Falls distrib- 
utor, whose name was not released, 
hod sent aboul-SO of the tables to Idaho 
Falls and'a~naif-dozcn to a Kctchum 
business that was not Identified. 

Tests for radiation on the tables In 
Twin Falls and Idaho Falls proved 
negotive, Fundcrberg says. Tlie 
tables in Kctchum were suppofwd to 
be survey e d this we ek', but snowy 
roads pronlbUed a crew from com- 
pleting the tests. 

However, it's unllfccly the tables in ' 
Kctchum are radioactive because 
they came from a different slilpmeiit 
than the contaminated tables found in - 
"Boise"; FundorlJorg says. ' 

Health crews arc monitoring the 
base .-^r the table stands for radiation. 



The source of the conlaminallon was a 
radioactive lead container that had 
been melted Into scrap metal at a 
Mexican foundry, Funderberg soys.
